Alarm Is Felt. 


When he failed to appear on time 
at the Scarboro field, near Portland, 
crowds waited good-naturedly, real- 
izing that their idol was doing his 
utmost to avoid disappointing them. 

But as time passed, and still no 
Lindbergh, trepidation was felt for 
his safety, 


For more than an hour, reports 
received at the Scarbpro air field were 
that Lindbergh was cruising over 
North Berwick, Me., apparently seek- 
ing a safe landing place. Lieutenant 
Daniel Love, the colonel’s official 
escort, who preceded the latter en 
route to Portland, had been forced 
down on a farm in Goodwin's mills, 
near Biddeford. 


Between the fragmentary reports, 
however, there were periods when of- 
ficials at Scarboro viewed the situa- 
tion with alarm. 

It seemed almost inconceivable that 
the young man who found an ever- 
lasting place in the heart of the world 
by conquering the Atlantic in a solo 
flight, and who successfully met all 
dangers of an air mail pilot, had be- 
come lost during a 90-mile flight be- 
tweet two New England cities. 


But Lost He Was. * 

_ But lost Lindbergh was. Several 
times he tried to break through the 
thickening fog bank which shut. out 
Portland from the rest of the world. 
Doggedly he headed this way and 
that, reports indicated, in‘an effort 
to reach his destination. 

Always, however, he was turned 

back, and finally apparently decided 
to return to Boston. It was while 
en route to Boston that he thought 
of the Concord air field, where he was 
to land later in his tour, and realized 
that he could come to earth safely 
here. : 
The Spirit of St. Louis was in the 
air five and a half hours, or about 
one-sixth as long as it took Lindbergh 
to fly from New York to Paris.

“In other words,” Senator Caraway 
said in addressing the Lawyers’ club, 
of Memphis, at a picnic-barbecue, on 
the subject, “Lawyers and the Laws 


They Make,” “we are getting away 
from the correct theory that this gov- 
ernment has a written constitution and 
laws, and want to substitute for both 
commissions and agencies set up by 
the government, largely clothed with 
discretionary powers which make it 
difficult for the best lawyers to de- 
termine what the rights of the individ- 
ual are. 

“Its evil effects are more manifest 
and more hurtful in destroying initia- 
tive and that sense of responsibility 
which the individwal feels for the kind 
of government Ke has.” 

The senator then launched into a 
discussion of the characteristics of 
those in authority who have the power 
to enact laws and administer them 
and “hold in the hollow of their hand 
the weal or woe of the whole people.” 

Men in recent public life and their 
source of popularity or lack of it also 
were touched upon by Mr. Caraway 
whe contrasted Woodrow Wilson and 
Henry Cabot Lodge. When President 
Wilson lay dying in Washington, he 
pointed out, the streets for several 
blocks of his home were crowded end 
people kneeling in prayer for his re- 
covery, although many had not even 
seen him.

Roebuck and company of plans to drill 
a well on the spring site capable of 
producing a 100-gallon flow of water 
per minute and saving the company 
some $2,000 per month. 

Revival in interest in the spring 
will recall the old amusement park 
and pienie grounds known for more 
than half a century as Ponce de Leon 
springs. Delving fartier into the re- 
mote and yomantie past are stories 
of the. adventurous Spaniards, Ponce 
de Jeon and De Soto, and the elusive 
fountain of youth. As one of these 
tales goes, De Soto on passing throngh 
Georgia with a band of soldiers 
que nched his thirst with waters of the 
Atlanta spring and was so refreshed 
therefrom that he thought he had re- 
discovered Ponce de Leon's fountain of 
youth. 

Of far less poetical value but of 
much greater practical importance is 
the announcement that Sears, Roebuck 
and company, whose local plant site 
contains the old spring, will drill a 
bore 10 inches in diameter and 750 
feet deep to convert the spring flow 
and ground seepage into an artesian 
well. The well is expected to have a 
flow of 100 gallons of water per min- 
ute, It will be used to supply all needs 
of the large commercial plant with 
exception of drinking water and water 
for the boilers. 

The present plant of Sears, Roebuck 
and company on Ponce de Leon ave-

ments. One of the finest artesian 
wells in Illinois is connected with the 
Sears, Roebuck and company plant 
at Chicago. and another large well 
included in the company’s develop- 
ments at Philadelphia.

Mexico City, July 23.—(~-Gen- 
eral Francisco Serrano, if elected 
president of Mexico, will pursue a 
policy of friendship towards the 
United States, the candidate declared 
in a manifesto to the public today out- 
| lining his platform. 
| General Serrano announced that he 
is for religions liberty, freedom of the 
press, no retroactive application of 
the petroleum laws, welcome to for- 
eign capital, protection of labor, but 


at the same time safeguarding the 
rights of employers as well as em- 
ployees, and the prevention of “per- 
nicious foreign influences, especially 
those of a subversive character,” in 
the Mexican labor movement. 

With respect to the petroleum law, 
General Serrano says he stands for 
property rights acquired before the 
1917 constitution, that is to say, he 
opposes confiscation of the property 
foreign oil companies acquired prior 
to 1917. 

He advocates liberty in the exercise 
of all religious beliefs, and complete 
separation of church and state. ‘The 
government must retain its power of 
police supervision, but, he asserts, it 
he becomes president, he will not in 
terfere with or regulate religious be- 
liefs or practices, néither favoring 
nor opposing any cult.

Martin had spent the morning in| 
a scathing denunciation’ of 
gangsters in which he asked 
jury to give them the death penalty 
“and end the reign of machine gun 
terrorism in southern Illinois.” 

Birger, an ex-cavalry man, who has 
headed a most formidable band of coal 
belt gangsters for three years, sat 
silent while the prosecutor demanded 
his death. His companions were | 
equally quiet as they realized they | 
were at the mercy of a jury of fathers 
and miners. 

“Built Own Secaffolds.” 

“These men built their own scaf- 
folds and put the rope about their 


own necks when they came into Frank- 
lin country and murdered Joe Adams, ” 
Martin declared. 

Referring to the evidence that Birg- 
er had attempted to put the “gag rule” 
on Harry Thomasson, 19-year-old con- 
fessed slayer of Adams, the prosecutor 
said: 

“Birger tried to keep Thomasson 
from telling of his chief's part in slay- 
ing Adams. Birger said to Kay Tho- | 
masson, Harry's brother, ‘you tell 
Harry to stand pat on the Adams af- 
fair or well both hang for it.’ Br 
those words Birger pleaded guilty and 
sentenced himself to death.”

These are the recommendations of 
Hon, John W. Ben-ett, of Waycross. 
former. United States attogney general, 
who has been a member of the board 
of trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia for the past 24 years, 


Mr. Bennett’ said. that under the 
present system each time the legisla- 
ture met the separate boards of trus- 
tees: sent committees to the legislature 
and asked directly for appropriations 
ignoring entirely and going over the 
heads of the board of trustees for the 
parent ‘institution. Such a system 
created confusion in the minds of the 
legislators and prevented a budget be- 
ing prepared which would allot edu- 
cational appropriations in accordance 
with a detailed &tudy of the needs of 
the university as‘a whole. 

In regard to the branch colleges 


Mr. Bennett said that they wére cre-| 


ated to serve as high schools and to 
fill the gap between ‘the elementary 
schools of the state and the. univer. 
sity. Inasmuch as each county was 
now permifted to levy a special tax for 
high school purposes this should be 
left to the counties and the state 
should withdraw ite participation. 

As to juhior colleges, he said, it was 
evident that the boys and girls should 
be given moral instruction and train- 
ing at the same time that the. mind 
\ as being trained. This was essen- 
tial to the Continued integrity and 
righteousness of the nation.

The towns 
of Millen, Waynesboro, Midville and 
Butts were represented at the cue. 

Each year Young plays host to Lis 
many friends out of his heart of ap- 
preciation for the cooperative spirit 
manifested and for the good providence 
that aids him in making a great crop 
each year. 

Young rents a 5-horse farm, makes 
from 50 to 60 bales of cotton each 
year, sold 500 bushels of corn last 
season and 200 bushels of peas. He 
also raises plenty of meat, poultry 
and milks three cows. He owns his 
mules, all farming implements, a car, 
a truck, a piano, and a radio, adding 
machine an dtypewriter. 

All of this he has accumulated by 
hard, consistent efforts coupled with 
the ambition to be the best negro farm- 
er in Jenkins county. Young for 
the past two years has ginned the first 
bale of cotton in Jenkins county.

New York, July 23.—(4)-—William 
A. Muldoon, 82-year-old member of the 


state athletic commission, announced 
today that the board had assumed ju- 
risdiction over the selection of radio 
announcers who Lroadcast from the 
ringsides here. 

While not issuing an order, the com- 
mission has let it be understood that 
sanction will be given only to broad- 
casting officials who omit all refer- 
ence to the physical conditions of box- 
ers in respect to “blood, gore, and lac- 
eration.’ 

Mr. Muldoon gave two reasons for 
the censorship of broadcasting. First 
he said, blood. flowing from cuts un- 
der the eyes and about the face often 
misleads the radio audience as to the 
real condition of the fighter. 

“A man may be receiving severe 
punishment and yet not show signs of 
blood,” he said, “while another boxer, 
bleed from cuts in the face, may 
come off victorious.’ 

Secondly, Mr. Muldoon said the na- 
tionwide ramifications of radio now 
bring broadcasting into countless 
homes where children and _ sensitive 
persons are listening-in and because 
of that thére should not be issued too 
bloody a description, which would tend 
to brand the sport as brutal. 

An excellent example of the huge 
range of radio, Mr. Muldoon pointed 
out, was the broadcast of the Dempsey- 
Sharkey fight last night which reach- 
ed millions of people throughout a 
hook-up of 51 stations. That battle 
was broadcast satisfactorily, he said. 

Similar action toward the press was 
not necessary, Muldoon believed.

New York, July 23.—(?)—After 
selling up to 19.21 for December or

Liverpool did not fully meet the 
local advance of Friday afternoon, but 
showed a sufficient gain to suggest 
that the trade there was more or less 
nervous over coming crop prospects 
and for a time-the demand locally was 

urgent. 
' . October sold up te 18.95 and Janu- 
ary to 19.25, new high records on all 
active positions and net advances of 
about 14 to 17 points. There was 


enough week-end realizing to supply 
buyers around figures, however, 
and as demand tapered off, rather a 
reactionary sentiment developed. 

Prospects for clearing weather in the 
south probably increased the disposi- 
tion to take profits on long cotton and 
while selling otherwise was said to 
be restricted,. prices worked off 15 to 
20 points from the best, October re- 
acting to 18.72 and January to 19.03 
in late trading. Last prices were 
within a few points of the lowest, al- 
though there may have been a little 
buying in the last few minutes on 
weather reports intlicating rather 
heavy rains in some sections of Geor- 
gia during the past 24 hours. 


The official forecast was for gen- 
erally clearing weather over Sunday 
following further showers in some 
sections tonight, and this was the 
view of the outlook which appeared to 
be taken by local map readers. 

Some southern selling was reported 
here during early trading which was 
said to include a little hedging against 
prospective new crop receipts. 

The amount of cotton on shipboard 
awaiting clearance at the end of the 
week was estimated at 56,000 bales, 
against 39,000 last year. 

Private cables said speculative buy- 
ing and trade calling had been sup- 
plied by realizing in the Liverpool 
market, 


SHOWERS SEND PRICES 
UP AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, July 23.—(/)—Re- 
ports of showers in the belt carried 
prices on the cotton market today to 
new high levels for the season, after 
which a forecast for fair weather in 
the west over Sunday, combined with 
profit-taking, resulted in a slump of 
21 to 22 points down from the highs. 
The close was near the lows. 

Although Liverpool was lower than 
due, the market here opened at gains 
of 4 to 8 points and continued to im- 
prove during the first hour until 
prices soared 17 points above yester- 
day’s close, which established a record 
for the season. October traded at 
18.83 and December at 19.07. 

The fair weather forecast and liq- 
uidation caused the market to become 
easier during the second hour and 
October dropped to 18.62 and Decem- 
ber to 18.85.

In 1923 the railroads of the south 
published rates on live stock for gen- 
eral interstate application. The rates 
published were not satisfactory to the 
shippers, and the shippers petitioned 
the interstate commerce commission 
to suspend them and make a general 
investigation. Following this suspen- 
sion, the southern carriers and the 
southern shippers held several confer- 
ences and reached an agreemnt as to 
what would be the proper rates for 
general application, and the shippers 


agreed to support the carriers’ petition 
before the state commissions, and urg- 
ed the state commissions of the south 
to approve the agreed rates for in- 
trastate application. 

It is pointed out by. Chairman Perry 
that the carriers have submitted ¢his 
petition to the Georgia commission on 
three different occasions, the petition 
being supported by many of the ship- 
pers that were represented at the con- 
ference with the Gnarriers. However, 
the petition was opposed by some ship- 
pers, and the Georgia commission de- 

ied the carriers’ petition. After the 

eorgia commission denied the car- 
riers’ petition the third time, the car- 
riers then filed a formal complaint be- 
fore the interstate commerce co 
mission, in which it is alleged t 
the present rates on live stock betwetif 
points in Georgia are wnreasonably 
low to the extent that the Georgia 
rates discriminate against interstate 
commerce. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has consolidated the complaint 
against the Georgia rates with the 
general investigation, and although 
hearings will be had at Montgomery, 
the Georgia rates will not come under 
review at this hearing, but at the in- 
stigation of the Georgia commission, 
for the convenience of Georgia ship- 
pers, hearings will be had on the or 
gia rates at Atlanta sometime in 
early fall. 

Chairman Perry stated that E. M. 
Price, the ee rate e 
had been directed to attend the Mont- 
gomery hearings for the purpose of 
observing the procedure. and securing 
any information possible.

The fixed assets of a corporation 
are those properties procured with | 
the intention of using them indefinite- 
ly in the business and possibly wear- 
ing hem out gradually in rendering 
a service or producing a commodity, 
rather than with the purpose of sell- 
ing them at some future date at a 
profit. Under this head are included 
usually those tangible items, such as 
real estate, buildings, machinery, tools, 
patterns, all kinds of equipment, and 
those intangible items, such as good 
franchises, trade marks and

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Since his bonds are usually issued 
against these fixed or capital assets, 
it is advisable that the investor give 
them close attention. He should 
know, first of all, the basis of their | 
valuation, and what allowance has 
been made for depreciation. including 
obsolescence—becoming out of date.

The world does love a hero, and 
will respond to adventurous daring. 


But the hero and the heroism must 
be dramatic. There must be a well- 
lighted stage, with skillfully arrang- 
ed scenery, and a spectacular denoue- 
ment. Being bitten by a mosquite 
can never summon warships, sero- 
lanes and soldiers, to welcome the 
ero, and mayors, governors and 
presidents, to acclaim the heroic act. 

The real truth is, heroism is es- 
sentialiy a spiritual experience. The 
real drama takes place within the in- 
visible realm of the hero’s soul, where 
sentiments and ideals, convictions and 
will-power, play their part. The out- 
ward act is only an expression of 
that which has already been perform- 
ed within. The essence of heroism is 
a quality of the’ soul, which in loyalty 
to a sentiment, an ideal, or a con- 
vietion, forgets the safety of self in 
behalf of its spiritual enterprise.

CHALLENGE TO ASSEMBLY. 
The maintenance increases in the 
general appropriation bill voted by 
the house committee are all deserv- 
ing, and ought to prevail. 
The question of a probable defi- 


cit in the treasury should be a 


challenge to the assembly to revise! 


and reconstruct the revenue system 
so that the state may do her part 
properly and progressively in insti- 
tutional support and in educational 
expansion and coordination. 

This can be done, and without 
any general increase in taxes. Other 
states have modernized their taxing 
Systems, and increased their reve- 
nues, without imposing burdens. It 
has been done by distribution. 

There are thousands of citizens of 
Georgia who are large earners, who 
enjoy the services of government, 
but who pay no general taxes. It 
is not because they are tax dodgers. 
The state’s antiquated system sim- 
ply dodges them. 

There is one basic fact about 
taxes that should never be over- 
looked. That is that taxes are em- 
ployed to provide services, and 
therefore the taxes paid to the state 
are investments that pay dividends 
through those services. The ad- 
ministration of a state’s affairs and 
of an institution’s affairs should be 
businesslike, honest and economic. 
But there should be no false econo- 
mies. The returns from invest- 
ments are based upon the size of 
the investment. That is a simple 
and indisputable rule of business. 

While taxes should never be bur- 
densome, nor confiscatory, they 
should be sufficient to provide the 
proper kind of services, and they 
should be so scientifically fixed by 
the organi¢ law that business and 
industry and a state’s material wel- 
fare will not be hampered. 

_Avtreasury deficit is not to be 
encouraged, of course. © But there 
is no occasion for a treasury deficit 
if the general appropriation bill is 
enacted as reported out by the com- 
mittee.

WHAT ABOUT THE INSANE? 
What will the state of Georgia do 
about her insane? 


The doors of the state Sanitarium 
are closed. 

As it is the patients are packed 
together—four and five in some 
cases in a little room built for one. 


Such a Situation is almost un- 
thinkable, as proper sanitary condi- 
tions cannot be thus maintained, nor 
can there exist a condition more 
conducive to intensifying mental 
disorder rather than to remedying 
it. 


County officials have been noti- 
fied that hereafter the insane peo- 
ple in each of the counties must be 
provided for in some other way than 
at the state institution. 


But how? Shall these unfortu- 
nate people who are innocent of any 
crime be confined in the county 
jails? That would be a long step 
toward inhumanity. And yet there 
are scores of them in county jails 
today all over Georgia. 


The province of the state is to 
treat these distressed people not 
only with kindness, but to give them 
treatment, and to make their en- 
virons such as to invite and produce 
cures. 


The state sanitarium is magnifi- 
cently conducted in so far as such 
is possible under: existing circum- 
Stances, and with the wholly in- 
adequate maintenance provided. The 
state of Georgia has simply been in- 
different to the demands of this in- 
Stitution, and to a sacred duty to 
the state’s poor, helpless and dis- 
tressed insane wards. 


The institution itself—the plant 
—is antiquated and almost decayed. 
Even the water system is almost 
worn out. The fire menace is al- 
ways threatening. A building 
Started some years ago has never 
been completed. 

Like other state institutions, the 
treatment of it has been shameful 
and has reflected upon the ood 


name of Georgia. 
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made in New England. 

Today the city of Atlanta is with- 
in an overnight’s haul to centers 
consuming over 71 per cent of the 
entire crop of raw cotton in this 
country. 

Georgia as a state is within an 
overnight’s haul to the Atlantic sea- 
ports through which cotton can be 
economically shipped to export 
markets, or to the New England 
mills by coastwise vessels. 

Should Georgia have southern 
warehouse deliveries against future 
contracts, then the cotton mills of 
Georgia would have the opportunity 
of buying their raw product, based 
on the New York exchange quota- 
tions, and have the deliveries made 
practically at their own storage- 
house doors. 

Texas changed her laws admitting 
of deliveries at Houston and Galves- 
ton, and the fact is, if the pending 
bill should pass, Georgia points— 
say Atlanta, Macon, Savannah, Co- 
lumbus and Augusta—occupy a far 
more economical situation for the 
distribution of the cotton crops of 
the eastern half of the entire belt 
to both domestic mills and foreign 
markets. 

The economic benefit to Georgia, 
to the producers and the manufac- 
turers, would be almost incalcuable. | 

The present Georgia law pro- 
hibits southern watehouse deliv- 
eries. The federal trade commis- 
sion has recommended precisely 
what the Rivers-Neill bill proposes. 
It is strongly backed by business 
men, bankers, cotton manufactur- 
ers and by leading farmers through- 
out the state. 


Both political parties have agreed 
at the next session of congress to 
abolish the last of the wartime 
nuisance taxes.

Drys Launch Drive 


To Take ‘Definite Stand’ for Prohibition 


To Force President

Washington, July 23.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Under’ the leadership 
of the staunchest and most influential 


prohibition forces in the country, & 
drive has been launched to induce 
President Coolidge to take what they 
call “a definited stand” for the dry 
laws. It is declared by this group 
that Mr. Coolidge’s attitude, being 
confined, as far as the public is aware, 
to mere belief in “law enforcement,” 
is inadequate. It is contended in par- 
ticular that the president’s apparent 
disinclination to proclaim himself an 
uncompromising prohibitionist is giv- 
ing indirect aid and comfort to the 
wets, and contributing ‘oward lax en- 
forcement of the liquor statutes. 

The Christian Science Monitor is in 
the forefront of the movement to 
pledge President Coolidge to take a 
stand that will give less encourage- 
ment to the wet cause. ‘‘Men and 
women of the United States, staunch 
supporters of the prohibiton énforce- 
ment laws,” says the Monitor, “in coa- 
templating their responsibility in the 
exercise of the franchise next year, 
are eagerly looking to Mr. Coolidge 
for a statement of his position in these 
days of overt and insidious propagan- 
da. Those who are most friendly to 
the president are the most anxious 
that he should take a strong position 
int regard to prohibition enforcement. 


Many Leaders Join. 


Since the Monitor, with the state- 
ment just quoted, opened the cam- 
paign designed to put the chief execu- 
tive more unqualifiedly on record as 
a friend of prohibition, a great variety 
of outstanding dry leaders has joined 
in the movement. With hardly any 
exceptions, they voice the view that 
the president must commit himself, or, 
by refraining from.doing so, not only 
do himself litical harm, but ren- 
der the prohibition system a vital dis- 
service. Dry spokesmen’point out that 
“men in high places, some of them of 
the president’s own party, speak with- 
out restraint of the so-called fallacy 
of prohibition and encourage its viola- 
tion.” It is added, in the same con- 
nection, that “by denunciation, ridi- 
cule, misrepresentation and every other 
means at the command of clever men, 
they are seeking to create a sentiment 
so adverse to enforcement as to make 
the task a herculean one.” 

Attention is being called—of course, 
not for the first time—to the con- 
tinued presence of Andrew W. Mellon

Harding's Stand Praised. 

Among the dry authorities calling 
for inspiring prohibition leadership 
from the white house is Dr. Robert LE. 
Corradini, secretary of the World 
League Against Alcoholism. He com- 
pares the present situation with that 
which existed in 1923, when President 
Harding, in an address at Denver, def- 
initely pointed out the dangers which 
would result from a public opinion 
which trifled with the seriousness of 
the 18th amendment. Dr. Corradini 
made a detailed study of the result 
of the Harding declaration, and found 
that it had “an immediate and salu- 
tary effect upon enforcement.” It 
is Dr. Corradini’s opinion that an 
“authoritative message from the chief 
executive of the nation would do more 
toward law enforcement than if he 
were to double our police force.” 

Mrs. G. Van B. Roberts, member 
of the executive committee of the 
New York women’s committee for law 
enforcement, says: “I feel that hon- 
est enforcement of the 18th amend- 
mendment is necessary to republican 
success in 1928. A clear pronounce- 
ment will be expected from Pesident 
Coolidge. Anything else would be 
cowardly.” Miss Ruth Morgan, a di- 
rector of the National League of Wom- 
en Voters, asserts: “It might not 
be quite spuveocieis to address a de- 
mand to the president for an expres- 
sion on the prohibition question. | But 
it is eminently proper to make such an 
inguiry of the leader of a great polit- 
ical party and prominent candidate for 
the presidency. Sooner or later par- 
ties and candidates must speak up.”

In the light of such diversity of

farmer. An, observation frequently 
made in Washington, a point of -1ew 
held by persons highly placed, intelli- 
rent and sincerely alive to the farm 
problem, expresses itself in a rather 
baffled thought, to the effect that 
after all the discussion, all the com- 
mittees, all the investigation and all 
the debates, it is still not clear what 
is best to be done. 


To recommend what should be done 
would be too venturesome. ‘To ap- 
proach the question from another 
angle and say what is the matter with 
American farming. is somewhat :.0re 
simple. Yet that, too, is so complex ; 
the assertions of farm leaders are so 
diverse that one prefers to stay on 
safe ground, not pretending to answer 
the whole question, but venturing sug- 
gestions of a few things that have 
worked to the disadvantage of agri- 
eulture in America. 

The writer of this article has uap- 
pened to have occasion lately to study 
many of the textbooks on geography 
that were studied in the 
schools of the United States 
the last half of the 19th century, any- 
where from 1850 up to 1900. Prac 
tically all these old geographies in- 
cluded a classification of what they 
called the “states of society, and the 
classification was substantially identt- 
eal in all the textbooks. A typical 
one, printed in Pelton’s Geography, 
said: 

1. The nations of the earth may be 
divided, with respect to their social 
state, into four classe, viz: _ Savage, 
barbarous, half-civilized. civilized and 
enlightened. 

2 In the savage state men subsist 
mostly by hunting, fishing and on the 
spontaneous productions of the earth; 

ve in the open air... .« 

3. In the barbarous state men de- 
rive their subsistence chiefly from 
pasturage and rude agriculture... . 

4. In the half-ci state men 
understand agriculture. . . - 

+5. In the civilized state, men are 
acquainted with the arts and sciences 
abe derive their subsistence from agri- 
culture, manufactures and commerce 

That classification is worth intent 
study. From it one can infer -perfect- 
ce state of mind of the writer o! 
that and similar geographies. He as- 


socia iculture with the savage 
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villages or towns in which the organi- 
zation of society from the economic 
point of view, was almost baronial— 
one fine house for the owner, a vers 
small number of good houses for su- 
perintendents, and scores or hundreds 
of little houses, not much better than 
hovels, for the workers. In the larger 
cities, where manufacturing was car- 
ried on, the districts occupied by the 
workers composed usually what was 
; known as the slums. 

In short, the fact was the direct 
opposite of what the textbook implied 
—farming marked the better form of 
civilization, manufacturing the worse. 

This old and utterly incorrect no- 
tion of the status of the farmer was 
probably responsible for the point of 
view that peered at farmers as 
“rubes,” “hicks” and the like. Lhe 
persistence of that notion is one of the 
, things that Governor Lowden and his 
| fellow workers, in behalf of the farm- 
} er, are obliged to combat today. One 
of the greatest handicaps to treir 
Cause is the notion, more or. less 
bred in American thought, ‘uat farm- 
ing is an inferior occupation, the Cin- 
derella among industries. As good a 
beginning as they could make toward 
a fundamental cure for this defect 
American life would be to revise the 
textbooks and provide the schools with 
books teaching the desirability 7. 
\ farming compared with manufacturing 


life and of city life.

The farmer himself shared the no- 
tion and helped perpetuate it. In the 
schools that served farming communi- 
ties there was no book and no teaching 
that aimed at making farmers of the 
children. On the contrary the whole 
emphasis was on teaching subjects, 
especially penmanship, designed to 
transform farm boys into bookkeep- 
ers, or to fit them for some other 
“white collar” job. Not only farming. 
but other kinds of work by hand was 
demeaned by the teaching. 
_ For this there was in part-—-at that 
time—an economic reason. In the early 
90s a hand worker, such as a care 
penter or laborer in a will or factory, 
did well if he made $1.25 a day; 
whereas bookkeepers could make $10 
to $12 a week. But the children wh» 
were misled by their teachers and 
parents to prefer the “white collar” 
jobs, were destined to grow up and 
themselves bound by the chainz 
of their early training at a time when 
the situetion Was reversed.

Evans, one of the most beloved and 


famous of Confederate generals, whose 
death occurred in Atlanta. Mrs. — 
W. Green, publicity chairmay, in in 
troducing the page, says: 

“Devoting the official page for the 
vast three issues to generuls, whow 
Georgia gave to her countrys weed, 
tulfills a desire not to idealize these 
great figures of rare~ qualities aad 
high achievements, more especially 
since they will always be revealed by 
surviving records. But rather to dis- 
close something of their close-up lives, 
not found in their biographies or else- 
where. The commonplace minutiae of 
their daily walk, left out of account 
seemingly, because there was mucn 
that was loftier to chronicle.

sain, makes one less unlikely to mai- 
vel at his meteoric rise to military 
slory and eminence permitted only 
‘o a few. Yet his whole career Is te 
scoped inte a succession of deeds of 
importance, that assume an aspect vf 
pageantry, which will be interesting to 
young readers when viewed ‘n his: 
torical perspective and bring a flood 
of memories to the aged—probably his 
surviving comrades-——meniories like 2 
flock of homing pigeons, that rise ant 
plume themselves for flight. ,Whes 
retold through the effort of Mrs. ©. 
H. Leavy, president of the Clemen: 
A. Evans chapter, Brunswick, con- 
tributor of these sketches, who ca% 
proudly feel that she has enriched the 
official page and left the vigor of 'n- 
terest in these historic facts uni:

General Evans’ War Record. 

Clement Ansolm Evans was born 
in Stewart county, Georgia, February 
5. 1833. being the only son of An 
solm Evans and his wife, Sarah Hin- 
ton Bryan. He received a common 
school education ‘n the “old field 
schools of his county and graduated 
from the Augusta Law school in 1802 
He was licensed to practice law Jas 
vary 30, 1802. When he wa. 22 
years of age he was commissioned 3

county, his commission dated January 
9 1855. 

When the war between the states 
broke out Evans was a member ot 
the state senate, being of the “Amer:

Evans stayed on duty in Savannah 
and vicinity until the spring of 156- 
when his command was transferred tu 
Virginia and became a part of

badly wounded and was made quarter- 
master general of the Confederacy and 
Lawton’s bridage became the brigade 
of Brigadier General Jobn B. Gordon. 
‘When General Gordon was elevated 
to the command of a division and be- 
came a wajor general, Evans as senior 
colonei, took command of the brigade. 
He commanded this brigade from Sep- 
tember 20, 1862, but did not receive 
his commission as brigadier general 
until May 20, 1864. When Gordon 
was elevated to the command of a 
corps in Lee’s army Evans became 
the commander of Gerdon’s division, 
servinig as Major general until the end 
of the war.

General Evans was five times 


wounded in battle. He was shot in 
the leg at the battle of Cold Harbor, 
June 27, 1862, while leading his regi- 
ment in Jackson’s famous flank at- 
tack that turned the federal right. 
He lost there 200 in killed and wound- 
ed in the space of one hour. Again 
in the Wilderness he received a flesh 
wound that was enough to draw blood, 
but not sufficient to take him from 
the field. At Gettysburg he was shot 
is. the side in the charge by Ewell’s 
-corps in the first day's fight. He 
w-s disabled but a few minutes by the 
pshock and almost immediately obtained 
his horse again and rode with his 
command before any change of com- 
mand took place. He was severely 
and dangerously wounded on July 9, 
| 1864, at Monocay, Md., when leading 
his brigade against the federals under 
command of General Lew Wallace. 
He was shot from his horse here, fall- 
ing in the midst of his men, two balls 
having struck him, one going through 
his body and the other through his 
left arm. This wound kept him iruc- 
tive for several months but by the fall 
of 1864 he was back with his cvum- 
maid and continuously in service un- 
til the end. 

He was in the trenches around 
Petersburg until Lee moved out in 
April, 1865, and he was in command 
of the troops at Appomattox court- 
house who, on April 9, 1865, were 
vigorously pushing the enemy when 
notified that Lee had surrendered. His 
parole was signed at Appomattox 
courthouse on April 10, 1865. 


Post Bellum. 


General Evans returned to Georgia 
_after Lee’s surrender “determined te 
accept the situation and to help build 
up the state and tv be true to the 
wiuole country.” The call to preach 
the Gospel had been impressed upon 
him during the war and the duty was 
determined upon on his thirtieth birth- 
dar, February 25, 1863.

Life of Usefulness. 

Miss Marie C. Blain, honorary life, 
president of the Clement A. Evans} 
chapter, U. D. C.. at Brunswick, gives | 
the following intimate glimpse into the!

Upon the organization of a chapter) 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy in Brunswick, Ga., October 8, 
1897. it was decided to name the chap- 
ter in honor of the gallant’ brigadier 
general, Clement Anselm Evans, who 
had led so many of the veterans of 
Brunswick and Glynn county in the 
last and trying years of their service 
in the army of northern Virginia. 
General Evans was beloved by his men, 


of the Confederacy as well, delighted to 
do him honor. , 

In 1860, as war clouds gathered, he. 
like thousands of others, thought best | 
to be prepared, so he joined with oth-| 
ers in organizing the “Stewart Gravs.”

jects, with progressive measures, vith 
live issues, and not with sectional aas 
local subjects except under rare con- 
ditions. We are living today as one 
great family—not as separate units. 
Science has obliterated boundaries. 
Variety in Programs. 

Fourth, the program must have va- 
riety. It will not do to have the sub 
jects along the same line nor to have 
too many talks in succession. The 
old adage. “All work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy’’ holds good in 
program making. A heavy subject fot- 
lowed by a well-chosen reading bear- 
ing on the subject or an excellent ma- 
sical selection gives the members the 
relaxation needed. It is not intendesi 
that every talk shall be a scholarly 
presentation of the subject mvolved, 
Certain phases of the subject may be 


tight, others heavy, others formal, aa’! 


still others coaversational. The forma! 
and stilted. presentation of a sub- 
ject kills the meeting. Beware of pro 
gram killers and they are legion 

Well-selected readings and excel: 
lent musical compositions, properly 
interspersed, do mtich to make the 
dullest talks bearable. At times the 
readings should be selected to throw 
additional light on the subject, *: 
other times for purely entertainmen* 
purposes. Two or three times dur 
ing the year outside speakers should 
be given a place on the program— 
abaahers who are authorit:es on the 
subjects under consideration. 

Fifth, the program must have pro- 
portion. It seems to me the program 
should follow this order: Speech, 
minutes: teading, five minutes;

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He Looked and Acted 
Like a Drunken 
Derelict, Till a Crisis— 
the Sinking of a Ship— 
Called to the Man in 
Him, the Chief Whe 


Had Been Dead for 
T hirta Years. 


HE waterfront drew him as a 
magnet, and he walked slow- 
lv down through narrow, sun 
natterned streets, side-step- 
ning rikishas and. sedan 
chairs and gazing with in- 
“aus eves at swarming native shops. 
He paused, now and then. with prac- 
iced whine, to cadge a coin from wel! 
fed tourists, posing as a seaman in 
distress. then prohably spent the pro- 
ceeds for straneling native whiskv. 
He wore a battered sun _ helmet, 
with a smal! dilapidated hen feather in 
the band. The brave, if seedv, in- 
souciance of him was expressed, too. 
in a certain brightness of cravat, and 
his white suit. soiled and wrinkled. 
was worn with as much jauntiness as 
a pudgy little figure would permit. His 
face, round and dewlapped, was puff- 
ed with drink, and burned to a brick 
by the syns and winds of Asia, and a 
network of tiny purple veins covered 
his prominent and bulbous nose. The 
gray of his rather fine temples was 
distributed in silver stubble about his 
cheeks and chin, and the back of his 
head, trimmed by an_ inadequate 
razor, presented much the appearance 
of an ill fitting toupee.. Touching the 
lobes of his generous down-covered 
ears was a gaudy silk handkerchief, 
not over-clean, protecting a crumpled 
white collar. His voice was husky 
and low pitched, with an occasional 
throaty chuckle, and as he chewed a 
philosophic cud his shrewd, kindly 
eyes, of diluted alcoholic blue, peep- 
ed cornerwise at the world, as though 
hoping it would accept him at a valua- 
tion somewhat in excess of his own 
estimate of his worth. He was a fail- 
ure: he knew it, and he was not un- 
happy. But winter was near—and 
winter in Hongkong is no place for a 
white man, without money or a job. 


He had a job as engineer of a rusty 
little stinkpot China coast tramp, and 
it-was not a bad billet in its way. But, 
faced with the alternatives of unem- 
ployment and comparative sobriety, 
he had chosen the lesser evil. That 
was five months since. Five menths 
on the beach is a long time. One can- 
not cadge forever, and the commis- 
sioner of police had hinted three times 
that it would be welt to ship out. He 
would not hint again. 


The man was modest. He did not 
expect an engineer’s berth again, for 
he knew that no reputable owner 
would employ him. He had the qual- 
ifications; in fact—but that brougis 
up thoughts on which he did not care 
to dwell. A native owner was dif- 
ferent.

Daughter of Noted 
European Educator 
Returns Home After 
Year in South. 


By Bessie S. Stafford. 


N ORDER io perfect her edu- 
cation in the history of Amer- 
ican plant life, Mille. Susanne 
Decroly, of Belgium, attend- 
ed the agricultural college in 

Athens, where she recently 

finished a botanical course. She 
sailed for her native heath re- 
cently, empowered ith the 
knowledge to impart and ex- 
plain to Belgians wherein lies 
the difference between the cul- 
tivation of fruits and flowers in 
this country and that of her 
own. 

Mile. Decroly is a daughter 
of Dr. Ovide Decroly, the 
foremost educator in Belgium, 
whose method of teaching chil- 
dren is introduced in only one 
school in the United States, the. 
Out-of-Doors school, establish- 
ed several years ago by Misses 
Emily and Fanneal Harrison, 
six miles from Sarasota, Fla. 
She was connected with the 
school for a year, teaching gar- 
dening and French to the lim- 
ited number of children admit- 


ted between the kindergarten and high 
school ages. 


While a member of the faculty she 
decided to study at Georgia’s agricul- 
tural college to ascertain the cultiva- 
tion and growth of flowers and fruits 
which in Belgium grow to a state. of 
perfection, the botanist perferring 
quality rather than quantity. 


Decroly System. 

When Herbert Hoover sent Miss 
Fanneal Harrison to Europe shortly 
after the world war:to invéstigate the 
most flourishing and thorough school 
system, Dr. Decroly’s method appeal- 
ed to her as the one which made chil- 
dren healthy and happy and wise. So, 
upon her return to the United States 
she went to Sarasota, Fla., where her 
father, Colonel Z.'D. Harrison, of At- 


lanta, owned many acres of land. 
Here it was the school was builded. 
Here it is that children work and play 


out of doors all day long, finding 


themselves and the universe of which 
they are a part. 

Dr. Decroly made his greatest con- 
tribution to pedagogy in working out 
a simplified and organized curriculum 
that is psychologically right. He ad- 
mitted the necds of a growing child 
classified under four headings: The 
child’s need of food, of protection 
against the elements, of self-defense, 


and of work. Around these four requi- 
sites he built his splendid, well-plan- 
ned educational program. 


The children in the school con- 
ducted by the Misses Harrison build 
houses for animals in the workship, 
which resounds with saws, hammers 
and children’s clear voices. Gardens 
are tended by their own hands, for 
making a garden is the open gateway 
into a world of marvels. There is the 
sea, for the Atlantic ocean bathes the 
sandy beach in front of the school. 
An hour is devoted daily to teaching 
the children to swim, and they frolic 


like dolphins in the Waves.. The trop- . 


rf 


ical forest affords another interesting 
feature, and from garden forest and 
beach the students carry their treas- 
ures to the teachers. A scientific les- 
son follows, not out of the pages of a 
book, but just a part of the life they 
are living. A school paper is printed 
by the upper grades, the students set- 
ting type and writing articles for the 
paper. A sport field is alive with 
active young bodies engaged in bas- 
ketball, tennis and other games. 

After dinner, which is served in the 


open-air dining-room by the children 


themselves, they betake themselves to 
the yard, and lie down to take an 
hour’s siesta on comfortable mat- 


tresses placed under the sheltering 
palms, 
Boarding Unit. 
To this school, which the children 


. feel belongs to them because it Is 


their happy hunting ground, has been 
added a boarding unit. The attractive 
dormitory faces the ocean, with open- 
air Sleeping rooms, and a large cen- 
tral room used. for play, music and 
dancing. - A remarkable factor of the 


Out-of-Doors school is that the ins 
firmary is generally empty, as each 
child wears a coat of tan, and is ace 
customed to only_ wholesome food and 


long hours of sleep in the open air. 
Dr. Decroly To Visit School.

Different Mediums of the Divine 


Revelation. 


ERE is the revelation of God 
through man in his corporate re- 
lationship. This is the revelation of 
God in history. He 
revealed Himself in 
Israel’s history, the 
deeds and lives of 
men in their inter- 
relationship more 
than _ in_Israel’s 
words. 

W. N. Clarke 
says, “To Israel 
throughout its his- 
tory God revealed 
himself not mainly 
in words and still 

~ less in writing, but 
in action. God was 
révealed in Israel’s 
history by His providential care, His 
great. deliverances, His historical 
judgments; by His appointed institu- 
tions, and His spiritual influences, in- 
Spiring piety, penitence and hope; by 
His influence upon prophets, awak- 
enng them to utter His truth, and by 
His persistent purpose to train the na- 
tion for Himself.” 


The hand of God may be seen in 
all the great historical movements 
which have resulted in the gradual 
advance of humanity from savagery 
to civilization. As we study the reve- 
lation of God in history, we see the 
calamities which follow wrong, and 
the retribution which overtakes sin. 
We clearly see the footsteps of a 
righteous God. But this revelation is 
very incomplete. There comes the 
paralyzing consciousness of the woes 
and wars of the world, human need 
and human greed. Borden P. Bowne 
says, “For the great mass of men 
there has been no history, but only 
animal need and craving mostly un- 
satisfied. The many races, _ their 
alienation, their unending wars, their 
mutual slaughter, furnish a grim and 
difficult problem. 


There is the revelation of God 
through man as a personal and indi- 
vidual being. 

Man’s moral and religious nature is 
a transcript of the eternal God. Be- 
cause man is made in the image of 
God, he reveals God. He must needs 
express his conception of God in 
terms of human attributes, a process 
which is both justifiable and true. 


“By all that He requires of me, 
I know what God himself must be.” 


The deepest fact of man is his re- 
ligiouqnature. According to Sabatier, 
“Man is incurably religious.’”’ The 
origin of religon goes back to the 
origin of man, and the religious in- 
stinct enters into the very structure of 
human nature. Prof.. George Gallo- 
way in “The Philosophy of Religion” 
says, ‘“‘Anthropologists are now gen- 
erally agreed that religion in the sense 
of belief in spirits or higher powers of 
some kind is a universal phenomenon. 
No race has been shown to be entire- 
ly without some such belief. Stories 
of low tribes who are quite destitute 
of religion involve a mistake or mis- 
understanding, or the application of 
too high a test of what is religion.” 
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The persistent effort to find a peo- 
ple devoid of religious instinct has 
failed, but even if a degraded tribe 
should be found utterly devoid of it, 
it would only prove that they were 
less than human. The universality of 
the religious instinct bases itself on 
the universally felt need or depend- 
ence upon a higher power. The strong 
inference is that there is the objec- 
tive spiritual reality which.answers to 
men’s religious instinct and sense of 
spiritual need. Otherwise falsehood 
is in the very core of man’s being. It 
is hardly reasonable to suppose that 
this everlasting, universal yearning for 
God should be no more than a dis- 
eased imagination mistaking it’s own 
delirium for the divine voice. 

W. N. Clarke gives forceful illumi- 
nation to this thought: “‘If the reltgi- 
ous faculty is a normal part of hu- 
man nature, then our sense of depend- 
ence is to be trusted when it bears wit- 
ness to a higher power, bows before a 
higher Authority, and aspires to com- 
munion with a living God. In a world 
of reality every power has its coun- 
ter-part—the eye has light, the reason 
has truth, and the religious nature has 
God. If the religious nature in man 
has no real being corresponding to it, 
no one who is worthy of the adora- 
tion and trustful obedience that man 
is moved to give to One above him, 
then we can only say that man was 
born with his highest nature looking 
out into empty space. He was en- 
dowed with noble impulses that can 
only mislead and disappoint him; and 
thus he comes into being/possessed of 
a nature that is essentially false. 
But if human nature is false in its high- 
est realm—false by being made so in 
its very constitution then we cannot 
be sure that it is true in any depart- 
ment of its activity. 
man’s highest nature naturally de- 
ceives him, we resign all right to rely 
upon our nature, or the validity of our 
powers, and confidence in our mental 
processes is at an end. We are com- 
pelled to trust our own powers, just as 
truly in the religious realm as in the 
physical or intellectual. If we are not 
safe in this, we are sure of nothing; 
and the.powers that we are compelled 
to trust affirm that there is One above 
us who is worthy of our love and 
adoration.” 


A still higher form of revelation is 
in man’s spiritual experience. The 
experiment results in experience. 
Again W. N. Clarke gives us « clear 
statement at this point. ‘How shall 
we know whether there is the divine 
counterpart to the religious nature? 
The test of the reality of counterparts 
to our powers is experience. It is by 
experience that we know light to be 
the counterpart of the eye, and sound 
of the ear. Only by the same test 
can we ascertain that there is a coun- 
terpart for our religious nature. Hence 
one who would have full proof of 
God’s reality must put it to the ex- 
perimental test. He must take God 
for_real, and receive the confirmation 
that will follow. If there is such a 
being, one who sincerely casts him- 
self in simple confidence upon him to 
trust him and do his will, will find liv- 
ing evidence that he exists. Such a 
God will respond to confidence if he 
is a living Spirit, the truth of a living 
spirit will find him.” 

Many thousands of human saints 
have made the experiment, and have 
found in God through Christ, the fel- 
lowship of a conscious living experi- 
ence. Their testimony is not simply 
of private value but has within it con- 
vincing power for those who have not 
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yet entered into fellowship with God 
and with Jesus Christ His Son. 


Even if the evidence from the re- 
ligious natyre does not go beyond the 
more probable or less probable, that 
is itself enough to justify a man un- 
der the pressure of practical neces- 
sity in putting Christ to the proof, 
with all honesty and sincerity, 
whether He is-indeed able to save to 
the uttermost all who come unto God 
through Him. The results in personal 
experience and character’ will raise 
the probability to a certainty, and the 
man will be able to say that~he 
“knows whom he has believed” and 
is persuaded that He is able to be to 
all who trust Him, all that He claims.

Renan says, “The desert summed up 
and explained all the characteristics of 
the Jewish race. The desert is mon- 
otheistic.”

For the interior has been entirely 
spoiled by the French army administrations 


of the last century and a half who had a . 


most disastrous habit of transforming every 
old edifice into barracks for their soldiers 
and stables for their horses. 


But the outer walls stand as they did 
when the popes, exasperated by the rebel- 
lious spirit of their Roman subjects, deserted 
their palace on the banks of the River Tiber 
and made a new home among the flower 
gardens and the olive orchards of Provense 
and established themselves in the heart of 
the city of Avignon where they felt safe 
and where their cardinals soon felt so happy 
and comfortable that they pointblank re- 
fused to return to the unhealthy and dan- 
gerous stoney desert which during the mid- 
dle ages went by the name of “Immortal 
Rome.” 

As the popes were the richest land- 
owners of the middle ages they could afford 
to build themselves stronger and bigger cas- 
tles than anybody else and they, availed 
themselves of the opportunity with singular 
success. Today the traveller, who for the 
first time stands before these turreted walls, 
is overcome by a feeling of complete per- 
sonal insignificance.

The back dive is hard for the ave- 
rage beginner to master, probably: be- 
cause he is not able to see where he 
will enter the water. However, it is 
an easy matter after you once get up 
eaough courag? to try it. :

The Plain Back Dive. 


Stand on the edge of the board, on 
the balls of your feet, and with the 
arms at your sides. Now spring up 
and a little back at the same time, 
swinging your arms up front hori- 
zontal to vertical. | 

Remember that your direct:on de- 
pends on the manner in which you 
carry your head. If you throw it too 
far back you will throw your body 
too far over. and if not far enorvgh 
back, you will land flat on your back 
A high arch should be held all through 
the dive. The more arch and the 
longer it is held. the prettier the dive 
will be. 

On any of these dives if you should 
land flet don’t let this discourage you 
from trying again. Remember 't takes 
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The Back Jackknife. This Is Best 
Done from a High Board. 


a long time to get anything worth 
while accomplished. 
Front Jackknife. 

The front jackknife is a good one 
for beginners as it has great correc- 
tive value. In this dive you are’ 
taught not te throw your feet pack 


too far. This is a common Jault of 


beginners. The front jackknife can 
be done from a two-foot spring board 
or, better still, from a high board The 
higher the board the easier it is to 
make the dive and the more time you 
will have to open up. 

Spriag straight up in the air, rather 
than out, as in most dives, throwing 
your arms up so as to give you added 
height. Then, when the highest point 
in the air is reached, bend your body 
forward, touching your toes with your 
hands. This is where the name “jack: 
knife” comes from. Your bedy 1s 
bent in the jackknife position. 

Hold this position as long as possi- 
ble, with the knees straight, gradually 
opening up with the body relaxed. 
and firelly entering the water head 
first with the body in a straight line. 
Be careful not to throw the feet back 
as this causes you to turn over too 
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The Front Jacknife. Note How the 
Fingers Touch the Toes, with the 
Knees Straight.

dive should be made not more than 

six feet from the edge of the board 
The Back Jackknife. 

The last of the four dives; known 
as the baek jackknife, looks very dif- 
ficult, but really is not very hard if 
you just remember to spring back far 
enough. 

The dive can be taken from a low 
board and is one of the safest dives 
that can be made from a high board. 

Stand erect on the end of the 
springboard, facing it with your arms 
out at front horizontal and with the 
palms turned down. If you are div 
ing from a low springboard, spring 
up and back, bending the body for- 
ward so as to touch the feet with 
your hands, and then straighten the 
body out ana enter the water head 
first. with the body again in a 
straight line.

The outer circumference of the wheel 
is smaller than the immer and the 
wheel rests on the inner slope of the 
rounded rail.

No boat or canoe, -o matter how 
expensive or well made, is made foc 
comfort.

Yet an or- 
dinary cushion is not appropriate be- 
cause, at vest, it will often get wer. 

To make a really serviceable ani 
effective cushion that is attractive and 
comfortable, all you need to do is to 
cover an ordinary cushion with blac« 
or colored oilcloth. select the color 
you want, then cut out two pieces 
which, when sewed together, vill ea- 
close the cushion snugly. The sew 
ing should be done neatly and the 
seams smeared with rubber ccment 
afterward to make them watertight 

Now to get two short pieces of 
rope, say 1-2 ineh in diameter, and 
sew the ends in place on vopposite 


-.. 
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sides of the cushion, and cover them 
with narrow pieces of oilcloth. If you 
cannot get rubber cement for the 
seams, shellac or even paint of the 
right color will do very well. 

These cushions can be mono 
grammed opr otherwise decorated .o 
improve their appearance and identify 
ownership. Use oil paints in the de 
sirable color combinations you wish, 
being sure that the surface is per 
fectly dry before applying the decora- 
tions. 

Not only will these cushions last 
several seasons, but they will double 
the joy of boating.
